provision has eyer been mada in the 
Crawn Lease for these erections which 
are, to this day, allowed by’ Surveyor- 
Geueral’s. licence, This circumstance 
is, of course, set forth in the Report as 
a griavance which a purchaser of land 
has arainst the Government. But the 
Governor and the Hou. Mr Price have 
evidently placed the acquirement of 
money for thé ‘Treasury -before ony 
consideration of equity ‘and liberality 
towards a holder of land. The -banefit 
which a balcony or verandah may 
prove, as a sunsbado or a rain-shelter for 
the community, counts for nothing; the 
hopeful sigu of advancement piven 
when a Chinese desires to ‘improve 
his house by adding to it: a Ve- 
randah, replete with all the elegance 
and the fireproof qualities of the 
modern balcony, ‘is of no’ account; 
the-fact that the Crown reut to be 
collected upon. any such constructions 
from 1st of September will net amount 
toaaum worthy of éalculation by the 
Hongkong Government, matters little. 
His Excellency Governor Des Voeux and 
his worthy adviser (Mr Price) have de- 
cided to impose tent upon these serial 
constructions, although they have been 
rent free tor forty-two years, und in 
spite of the fact that this wretched, 
impolitic and paltry tex will not prove 
to be worth the candle, or will fora 
moment counterbalance the amount of 
ill-feeling and indigcant - opposition 
which its imposition is bound to raise. 
We think His Excellency has been 
badly advised, and are of epinion that{ 
be would bave been much wiser had he 
listened to the other members of his 
inner Council rather than to the Sur- 
veyur General. By the recent attitude 
of Mr Price, that able public: officer bas 
done much to neutralise. the credit 
which he has fairly carned as the ablest 
and best Head of the Public Works 
Department which Hongkong has ever 
bad. He is not the popular official-he 
was wont to be, and there ure good 
reasons why the publiv Lave changed 
their minds regarding him. “Persons of 
British birth still entertain a ‘strong 
dislike to being treated in the, arbitrary 
manner which is so peculiar to the 
Surveyor General: hence the fact that 
Mr Price, despite his splendid services 
to the Colony in the matters of stone, 
lime, brick and concrete ete., can no 
Jonger claim. the homage of. the com- 
munity, a8 he might have done. in 
former days. The worst of it.is that 
Governor Des Vaz will doubtless 
share in the unpopularity produced by 
measures which cannot fail-to annoy 
ond vex the community, and which can 
never give anything like an-udequate 
return tor the unfortunate friction which 
they must occasion.
